Parking Garages 

” is extremely interesting to the student of matters auto- 

motive to watch the development of motor transportation 
open up new avenues for investment in this most prolific 
business. Within the past few years it has become increas- 
ingly apparent that the parking problem had only one real 
solution—the entire elimination of parking in the streets. 
Most cities now have restricted areas where parking is only 
permitted at night, and in some cases not even then. Before 
very long there are going to be many cities which will 
entirely eliminate the street parking of vehicles. 

This developing situation has long made it evident that 
some provision must be made for the storage of cars within 
business areas, in such a way that they will not interfere 
with the flow of traffic. Enter the parking garage. A num- 
ber of these have been built within the past few years, and 
many more are in prospect. 

There was recently opened in New York the first unit 
of a chain of parking garages, known as the Kent System. 
Operation of these twenty-five story buildings is practically 
automatic. Electricity handles the cars from the time they 
are delivered at the door until they are returned to the owner 
when he is ready to drive home. 

If parking in garages can be made convenient for 
drivers having business in congested city areas, few of 
them will object to paying a reasonable fee for the service. 
Furthermore, their actual progress when they are in 
motion will be speeded up by the removal of cars from the 
curbs. The real necessity is to provide enough garage 
parking space to make it possible to clear the streets of 
the traffic-hindering curb-parked car.
